GOVERNMENT SET ON STRENGTHENING DEFENSE POTENTIAL

[Text] The current international situation is characterised by severe 
tension as a result of the adventurous course pursued by imperialist 
belligerence, This makes it necessary for Revolutionary Ethiopia to forge 
anti-imperialist unity with socialist countries and other peace-loving 
forces of the world in defence of peace and security.

[Text] Youth of Revolutionary Ethiopia whole-heartedly support the estab- 
lishment of territorial militia and will exert maximum efforts to realize 
the objectives of the national military service, said Comrade Hailu Tujuba, 
Chairman of Revolutionary Ethiopia Youth Association, during an interview. 


Comrade Hailu noted that today, due to the increasing machinations and 
manoeuvres of imperialism and the growing threat of war, tension is mounting 
all over the world, "Therefore, we should be prepared to safeguard the 
revolution and to defend the integrity of the Motherland," he said. In 
view of this fact, the resolution passed by the Second Congress of COPWE 
concerning the establishment of territorial militia and introduction of 
national military service is ‘mely.

[Text] Serto Ader, organ of the Central Committee of COPWE highlighted the 
working visit of Comrade Chairman Mengistu Haile-Mariam to western Ethiopia. 
The paper recalled the working visit paid by our revolutionary leader to 
Wollega region during the week and said that in the course of the visit the 
Comrade Chairman has been able to closely witness development -oriented 
activities being undertaken in the re~ion, 


The paper gave coverage to Chairman Mengistu's inspection of various 
development projects in Gambella including a ten-thousand hectares of land 
being developed in cooperation with the Soviet Union and a 42-km long road 
presently under construction, In the course of the visit, the paper 
disclosed, the Revolutionary Leader gave instructions and work directives 
to pertinent authorities, 


Also treated by Serto Ader was the joint statement issued by COPWE anc the 
Communist Party of Bulgaria, The statement was issued at the end of a 
visit here of a highelevel delegation of the Communist Party of Bulgaria. 
The statement, Serto Ader states, is a reflection of the common stand of 
the two political organizations as regards their bilateral relations and 
their common stand in international issues, 


The statement, according to the paper, stressed the need for intensifying 
further the struggle against arms race, Readiness was also reaffirmed that 
they will do their level best to mobilize the progressive and anti- 
imperialist forces in the struggle against imperialist manoeuvres designed 
to undermine world peace and security, it was noted, 


The working visit of Comrade Chairman Mengistu Haile-Mariam to western 
Ethiopia was also given wide coverage by the Ethiopian press. The dailies 
and weeklies reported the Comrade Chairman's visits to Kaffa region where 
he inspected the Bebeka coffee plantation and other development -oriented 


projects, 





Addis Zemen, the Amharic daily, carried out a feature article by Deneke 
Berhanu under the headline '"Two-Fold Struggle." 


The writer noted that one of the major features that distinguishes man 
from other animals is the capability to produce in order to meet his basic 
needs. He further states that in the course of time mankind has been able 
to tap nature's resources to be used for further discoveries, 


The forces of imperialism, according to Deneke, have made futile attempts 

to take advantage of the country's rough terrain for their sinister end. 

He mentions, for instance, the rugged mountains of Sahl which had been used 
as fortresses for imperialist-paid separatists, In spite of the sinister 
machinations of the separatists and their counter-revolutionary and anti- 
unity activities, however, the broad masses of Eritrea have now attained 
momentous victories over the enemy, In the struggle against nature's 
vagaries and reactionaries, victory is certain, Deneke stressed, 


In an editorial comment, Zeman noted the need for protecting the country's 
forest resources, The paper said 40 percent of Ethiopia was, a century ago, 
covered by forest. At present the country's forest resources have been 
reduced to 4 percent, The indiscriminate deforestation which had been 

going on for long had also brought about a negative effect on the nation's 
fertile soil which was in due course eroded, the paper added. It made note 
of the effort being exerted by the Revolutionary Government to protect forest 
resources and said that the broad masses should further intensify the 
struggle in this direction. 


Elaborating further, the paper said that in line with the objectives of the 
reconstruction programme, the Revolutionary leadership has given due 
emphasis to the reafforestation campaign. In keeping with these objectives, 
the broad masses carry out reafforestation programmes, the paper added, 
Zemen said that the proper protection of forest resources will help control 


natural calamities, 


Yezareytu, the Amharic weekly, highlighted in its editorial the need for 
promoting research in order to facilitate all-round development of the 
country. In socialist society, the paper states, research plays an 
important role in heightening ideological consciousness, productivity and 
intensifying the class struggle. In countries where a deep revolutionary 
transformation is undergoing,the need for research is a matter of priority 
concern.

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GOVERNMENT BELIEVED LIKELY TO ENFORCE RECENT ANTICORRUPTION LAW

THE GAMBIA, like most other countries 
— as the politician will never forget to 
remind people — has for some time now 
been faced with the problem of how to 
stamp out “corruption” — to use the word 
that now describes any sort of crimes 
involving money. 

The Gambian President, Sir Dawda 
Jawara, traced one of its roots to “the 
rat-race and the mad rush for the acquisi- 
tion of more and more material goods at 
the expense of duty to the state and to the 
society’, and promised at least to slow it 
down. The Attorney-General and Minister 
of Justice, Mr. Fafa Mbaye, echoed a 
university don and attributed it to the 
“primitive accumulation and incipient 
Capitalism in developing countries,’ and 
promised a jihad (holy war) against it. 

Apart from the 370 sections in the 


‘criminal code against all kinds of felonies 


and misdemeanours, all sorts of provisions 
have been made to control problems of 
impropriety in the public sector. 

In 1974 the Gambian Parliament enacted 
the Criminal Code Amendment Act there- 
by enabling the courts to make orders for 
the payment of compensation as well as the 
recovery of stolen property against persons 
convicted of offences involving the mis- 
appropnition of funds and goods. 

In 1978 the criminal code was further 
amended and a provision made for persons 
conviced of these offences and sent to jail, 
to comply with the restitution orders made 
against them by the end of their terms of 
imprisonment or remain in prison for a 
further term. 

In 1979 the Gambian Parliament further 
enacted the Special Criminal Court Act to 
deal specifically with offences of mis- 
appropniation, this time with a view to 
providing “more stringent and effective

measures for the restitution of public funds 
and property from persons convicted of 
such offences.’ While the latter law had 
some problems with its application in the 
Appeal Court, all the measures taken up to 
this point have proved unsuitable. 
According to the Attorney General and 
Minister of Jusitce, Mr. Fafa Mbaye, “the 
rate at which such offences are being 
committed is on the increase, and that of 
the 25 known cases between 1976 and 
1982, a total of £250,000 has yet to be 
recovered from persons against whom res- 
titution orders were made by the courts 
upon their conviction of such offences.” 
Although it may appear discouraging, 
this state of affairs according to the Minis- 
ter, cannot, nevertheless, be tolerated: 
“Experience has shown that there is need 
for a further statutory machinery to deal 
not only with petty official embezzlement 


‘but also with all forms of curruption both 


in the public and the private sectors.” 

It is in this light that the Gambian 
government has passed yet another law — 
this time more comprehensive, albeit with- 
out the anticipated code of conduct — 
against corruption. On December 20, 
1982, the Gambian Parliament heard and 
passed on the same day an Act setting up a 
Commission for the Evaluation of Assets 
and Properties and the Prevention of Cor- 
rupt Practices. The Commission will con- 
sist of a chairman (who will be a barrister 
or solicitor with seven years’ practice) and 
two other members, all of whom will be 
appointed by the President. He will also 
have the power to dismiss them if he finds 
good cause. The Commission will sit for 
two years but its term of office may be 
increased, as well as that of its members. 

Tabling the bill setting up the Commis- 
sion, the Minister of Justice told Parlia- 
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ment that he had received inspiration for 
the Bill from Senegal as well as other 
neighbouring West African countnes — 
including Sierra Leone. The mention of 
Sierra Leone's Prevention of Bribery and 
Corruption Act 1977 brought laughter in 
Parliament. 

According to the Act. the Commission 
will have the power to investigate and 
inquire into: 

(a) any subject matter relating to the evalua- 

tion of assets and properties of public officers 

and the manner of acquisition of such prop- 
erties and assets. 

(b) the conduct of public officers in the 

performance of their duties: 

(c) the dealings of any non-public officers with 

public officers or any public body. 

The Commission may also investigate 
the assets and properties of any public 
officer where there are reasonable grounds 
to believe that such public officer: 

(a) maintains a standard of living above that 

which is commensurate with his present or 

past official emoluments; 

- (b) ts in control or possession of pecumiary 
resources or property disproportionate to his 
present or past official emoluments: 

(c) 1s in receipt of the benefit of any service 

which he may reasonably be suspected of 

having received corruptly or in circumstances 
which amount to an offence under this Act. 


Deterrent 


The law makes provision for the Presi- 
dent to refer cases to the Commission but it 
may also investigate suspected cases of 
corruption referred to it by any person or 
authority. However. in the same vein, the 
Commission may decline to conduct an 
investigation into any complaint alleging 
an offence, or to proceed further with any 
investigation. if it is satisfied that the 
complaint or investigation 1s trivial, im- 
proper or futile. In addition to this, any 
person who knowingly makes a false report 
or misleads the Commission will be liable. 
upon conviction. to three months’ impris- 
onment or a D122 fine or both. While the 
operative word here is “knowingly”. it 1s 
thought that this deterrent in the law, 
admittedly designed to prevent witch- 
hunting, may boomerang and cause people 
to shy away from reporting cases to the 
Commission. 

There are also stiff penalties in the law 
for persons convicted under the Act. Any 
person guilty of an offence under the 
briberv and corruption section of the act 
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will, on conviction be sentenced to be- 
tween three and seven years imprison- 
ment. And the court will order that the 
money involved be paid to the govern- 
ment. 

To prevent suspects from disposing of 
property and/or running away from the 
jurisdiction, the law gives the Commission 
power to impound travel documents and 
attach property belonging to suspects even 
where the property concerned is entrusted 
to another party. 

Apart from this. there are all the usual 
provisions in such laws to ensure its observ- 
ance and proper execution, but, as the 
Minister of Justice himself told Parliament. 


quoting John Austin: ‘Law is a rule laid 
down for the guidance of an intelligent 
being by an intelligent being having power 
over him”. A view, which, he said: ‘‘im- 
plied the existence of a political sovereign 
whom people in an organised political 
society are in the habit of obeying, on pain 
of punishment.’’ The Minister however, 
maintained that the Bill ‘holds forth the 
promise for the attainment of disciplined 
and selfless service to the nation on the 
part of the public officers.” 

All the same, there was one attempt to 
stall the Bill — if only for procedural 
reasons — by a nominated Member of 
Parliament, Dr. S. J. Palmer, a medical 
practitioner. Dr. Palmer had complained 
that he had not received his copy of the Bill 
early enough to study it thoroughly. 

He also pointed out that the Bill, for it to 
be proper. should have, before being put 
before the house, been published first in 
two ordinary issues of the Gambia Gazette 
and that its publication in emergency issues 
of the Gazette was in contravention of the 
standing order of the House. Dr. Palmer 
therefore proposed a counter-motion 
asking for the Bill to be committed to a 
select committee of the House for ‘‘de- 
tailed examination and study.’’ However 
before his motion could be considered for 
adoption. Dr. Palmer withd-ew it 
altogether, having been convinced by 
both the Speaker and the Vice-President 
(and leader of government business in the 
House) that the reasons for his counter- 
motion were not valid as his copy of the Bill 
had been dispatched from the House with- 
in the usual time and the Bill had in fact 
been publishea in two regular issues of the 
Gazette. 

Apart from this, all sides of the House 
generally welcomed and supported the Bill 
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even though some of the members voiced 
the usual reservations, in such matters, as 
whether it will be strictly applied to all and 
sundry without fear or favour. One of the 
Opposition members even wondered 
whether some of his political colleagues 
would henceforth be able to sleep. But he 
was reassured by a government minister 
that he would be surprised to find that the 
politicians will not be the prime culprits. 

In the meantime, the general public is 
waiting to see what will actually happen 
since, even though most of them welcome 
the setting up of the commission, they are 
not sure whether, like the past laws before 
it, it will be effective. However if the 
indications are anything to go by, it does 
look like (despite the misgivings) that the 
government now intends to play tough. 
Even though the commission is still to be 
set up. a racket recently discovered at the 
Central Bank (involving more than 100 
cases and more than a quarter of a million 
pounds), was dealt with ruthlessly, culmi- 
nating in the detention of some Central 
Bank and Customs officials as well as 
businessmen some of whom have since 
paid up pending further developments. If 
these indications are anything to go by, it 
can be said that the government of The 
Gambia is now poised for a ‘inal fight 
against bribery and corruption, whatever 
the outcome may be. / 
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CHIEFS DETECT EROSION OF AUTHORITY

KENYA has more than 800 chiefs 
and 2,000 assistant chiefs who are 
empowered by law to: 

@Stop and detain you at their 
discretion; 

@Force you to attend a 
meeting; 

@Make you work on a public 
project if you are a male between 
18 and 45. 

In fact, the widely used Chief's 


Authority Act has been of major 


concern in Kenya's legal circles 
and among members of the 
public. 

Recently the Kibera acting 
resident magistrate, Miss Mary 

‘awa, suggested in a court 
case that the Chief's Act should 
be amended to enable chiefs to 
ci out their duties more effec- 
tively. 

The history of the Act dates 
from March 24, 1937. It is. 
however, rooted in an earlier 
Native Authority Ordinance 
which was in 1904. The 
“y wiliyinn _— in 1948 

am ng the chiefs powers. 
At independence in 1963 the Act 
was incorporated in the Laws of 


Kenya. 
A number of chiefs interviewed 
by the Nation pointed out that 


section 6 of the 26-part Act 
empowered them to maintain 
order over persons residing within 
their areas. 

The rank of a chief falls 
immediately below that of a Dis- 
trict Officer in a division. Over 
the years, they have formed an 
important organ of the provincial 
administrative machinery. 

The provincia] administration 
up to the Provincial Com- 
missioner uses the same Act in 
isauing orders. 

A chief in Eastern Division, 
Nairobi, said that the Act seems 


“in uniform” is 


to have more significance for the 
PC and DC than the chiefs that it 
is meant for. 

In urban areas, he said, the 
chief is more of a clerk. But in 
rural areas, the chief is accorded 
a traditional significance which 
makes his work easier. ‘The 
original idea of a traditional 
leader being also a chief is still at 
large in the rural areas,” Le said. 

Under sections 10 to 13, chiefs 
may issue orders but many chiefs 
in Nairobi say that these sections 
conflict with the city council or 
Municipal by-laws. 

A chief who issues an order 
prohibiting the building of 
shanties and kiosks, and enforc- 
ing such order, is likely to meet 
with rebistance councillors 
and the council authority. It is 
the council which licenses the 
construction of a kiosk. 

A chief in Nairobi's Kibera 
Division believes that the 
Act had been overtaken by other 
Acts. It is provided in section 9 of 
the Chief's Authority Act that he 
may compel a person to attend

Under section 10 of the Chief's 
Act, the chief has power to 
prohibit the brewing or distilling 
of liquor. He also power to 
restrict noxious drugs or poisons. 

Other parts of the Chief's Act 
empower them to stop “excessive 
dancing” which in their opinion is 
immoral or may lead to a distur- 
bance. They also have powers to 
restrict movement of persons and 
animals. 

Perhaps an area that has 
almost been forgotten is the 
section under which ‘he chief is 
supposed to mobilise his people 
during disasters suchas fire. More 
otten than not, fires in some parts 
of the country such as Mathare 
have left chiefs with very little to 
do. Yet under Section 12 of the 
Act, they are supposed to call 
emergency services of males 
between 18-45 to help in the dis- 


aster. 

Asked if he knew the existence 
of this clause, a chief in Eastern 
Nairobi Division said he was not 
aware. But even if he did, it 
would be difficult to have people 
obeying him at short notice. 

A chief may also call upon his 
people within the law to conserve 
natural resources as may be 
authorised by a Minister in 
writing. But according to one 
chief such orders can only be 
obeyed if issued by politicians or 
high ranking officers in the 
administration. 

The penalty, however, for dis- 
obeying a chief's order is a prison 
term of a period not exceeding 
two months or a fine of 150/- or 
both. At the same time, if the 














chief fails in his duty or diso 

a summon from his superior he. 
will be liable to a fine of 600/- or 
imprisonment for a period not 
exceeding ope 

—_ in profedsion argue 
that the Act as it is leaves the 
chief in a predicament. Many 
lawyers in Nairobi said that the 
Act was open to some abuse by. 
those chiefs who may not unders- 
tand it well. 

The critics of the Act say that it 
was only applicable in the 
colonial days as a system of the 
European Indirect Rule policy. 
through African chiefs. 

A fundamental question is 
whether the post of a chief is 
necessary in Kenya's 
administrative hierarchy. One 
lawyer said that it was absolutely 


necessary. 

“Given the role of a chief as a 
public official, women quarrelling 
at a market need someone to go to 
for arbitration. In this regard he 
is a necessary officer.” 

According to the |awver, what 
seems to be the problem with the 
Act is that it has been inconsis- 
tent with the times. It was set up 


when individual mghts were very 


limited. With independence, 
democratic free ‘om set loose the 
society and the chief's restriction 
and control powers seem out of 


ace. 
Another lawyer pointed out 
that the Act has been overrun by 
other provisions in the Laws of 
Kenya such as the Police Act, 
Courts and Government Legal

Notices. He was of the opinion 
that the restriction powers con- 
ferred to chiefs lacked safety 
guarantees. 

“They have been vaguely put 
to leave wide room for abuse by 
those officers,”” he said. He cited 
in particular Section 10 which 
em powers the chief to use his dis- 
cretion to probibit acts which, in 
his opinion, endanger public 
security.

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COLUMNIST ON NEED TO SPEAK OUT AGAINST ‘ASIAN RACISTS'

AS Kenyans begin the vear 1983 — 
having come out of our yvreatest trial 
as a democratic system of government 
on August |, 1982 with an increased 
sense of confidence in our future — it 
is essential that we use this year 
towards furthering the destiny of Kenya 
as the world’s leading venuinely multi 
racial soctety. This land of ours must 
continue its role as a model of 
inspiration and excellence to the other 
nations of the international community 
which are so ridden with internal 
strife and conflict. There are extremists 
in both the African and Asian “com- 
munities” determined to defeat the 
commitment of many Kenyans of all 
racial origins. towards this country as 
a multiracial society through their 
personal conduct in both private and 
public life. 

It is essential for public opinion to 
realise that the extremists are not 
confined to the African segment of 
the population. There are. of course. 
some publicly well known African 
extremists determined to make some 
of their fellow Kenyans of non- African 
origin feel “strange” in their own 
country. To them any Kenyan of non- 
African origin no matter his personal 
record, is a “paper” citizen only. 

Less well publicly recognised are 
the Asian racists whose conduct does 
make Africans (particularly domestic 
servants and other emplovees) feel

Stranve and inferior in their own 
country by denigrating their ancient 
and noble African cultures as “pri- 
mitive” and far below the ancient 
Indian cultural heritave of the Asian 
community. 

Larze seyments of the Asian com- 
munity in’ Kenya continue their 
unfortunate tendency of isolating 
themselves from the vreater Kenyan 


society} of which by now it: should 


have become a more integral part. 
Africans in Kenya are by their very 
nature a tolerant people in’ whose 
ancient culture hospitality towards 
strangers on their land ts a traditional 
value. Instead of being deeply appre- 
chitive of the nobility of an ancient 
culture which tolerates the presence 
of non-Africans on their land. these 
Asian extremists have abused these 
traditions of hospitality by denigrating 
Africans as inferior. No one can blame 
Africans for the anger they feel when 
foreigners and non-Africans insult their 
bride and dignity in their own 
country. 

In certain sections of the Asian 
community it remains a status symbol 
to retain a British passport. We have 
over 20.000 Asians who: have been 
living in Kenya ever since independence 
who have been living here with practic- 
ally all the privileges of citizenship but 
who have retained British nationality 
in order to retain the option of being 








able to “resettle” tn the UK if “things 
vo wrong in Kensa’. Such people 
should be socially ostracised within 
the Asian community itself as liabilities 
with no heartfelt sense of loyalty or 
belonging to the land on which they 
live. They deserve the social status 
within the Asian community of “tramps” 
und “hawkers” moving from country 
to country out of convenience. When 
African extremists seek to make the 
Kenyan Asians insecure in their own 
country Kenya. it should be the 
moderate and more tolerant African 
majority which condemns — such 
extremists. African public opinion, to 
its great credit despite the glaring and 
deliberate self-imposed isolation of 
large segments of the Asian community. 
is against such African extremists. 
Su¢h African public opinion must 
speak up rather than remain silent. 
disassoctating the moderate majority 
from such extremists. To the credit of 
Kenva this has happened. 

Verv regrettably, however. there has 
been negligible criticism from within 
the Asian community of its own 
weaknesses and the neyative attitudes 
of much of the older colonial era 
venerations towards Africans. Africa 
and Kenya. There is no active move 
ment for internal reform nor a geneal 
disussociation of the more Kenyan- 
minded Asian youth and professionals 
from the colonial mentality of the 
older generations who dominate the 
Asian community. 

Our strength as a nation lies in our 
diversity and the pluralist nature of 
our society. We are a nation of not 
only many different races but of many 
different tribes and economic interests. 
Perhaps some of the dynamism of 
our society is a result of its diversity 
and even “rivalry” between “interest” 
can have beneficial effects if kept 
within manageable bounds. Our weak- 
ness, however, also lies in our diversity 
because it can threaten national unity 
and our Nyayo philosphy of “Peace, 
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Love and Unity”, implying as it does 
to me that we are a nation of different 
ethnic communities and economic 
interests united under our popular 
and freely chosen democratic system 
of government for our mutual benefit 
in terms of political stability and 
economic progress. The Asian com- 
munity in Kenya has contributed more 
than its fair share to the economic 
progress of Kenya but it has as a 
consequence become a highlv visible 
segment of the Kenyan economic elite 
and an obvious and easily identifiable 
target for the usual external outlet of 
the inner frustration and insecurity |f 
the have nots and less privileged section 
of Kenyan society. 

Instead of trying all the harder to 
communicate with its African environ- 
ment because of its unavoidable 
visibility. large sections of the Asian 
community. particularly its older 
colonial-era-minded generation — 
against the warnings of its own more 
Kenyan-minded youth — are only 
avgravating the situation by continuing 
to treat Africans as inferior and socially 
unacceptable as equals. This section 
of the Asian community. living mentally 
in the colonial era of racial segregation. 
remains a liability to the entire con 
munity. It is important that African 
public opinion recognise that the Asian 
community is not a unified whole but 
a deeply split “community” with a wide 
range and divergence in attitudes not 
only between the ave yroups but also 
between the innumerable castes and 
sub-communities. 

In 1983 we first need a moral commit- 
ment by African public opinion in 
general towards a multi-racial Kenyan 
society. in accordance with the 
traditions of an ancient and noble 
African culture, within the solid security 
framework that non- African extremists 
will not be allowed to continue insulting 














the pride and dignity of Africans on 
their own land. Within the same 
framework that African public opinion 
will control ats extremist minority the 
Asian community in Kenya must reform 
its largely negative and arrogant attitude 
towards the greater African society of 
our country — internally. Asian youth 
born and raised in Kenya,-of whom 
there are many, must not continue to 
blindly accept the domination by the 
older colonial minded generations. 

Within the overall framework that 
the Asian community reforms its largely 
negative attitude both towards Kenya 
and its predominantly African 
population, somewhere in our com- 
mitment towards our country as a 
genuinely multiracial society we will 
have to strike a balance. Between 
what? Between the right and need of, 
an ethnic non-African minority to 
preserve some of its non-African 
cultural traditions while ending its 
current state of aloofness from the 
African majority of this country of a 
different culture. 


Asians born in Kenya should con- 
sider themselves “Africans of an Asian 
cultural origin” and, being born on 
the sacred soil of the land of Africa. 
should assimilate the African cultures 
of their immediate environment in the 
confidence that the African cultures 
of this land of ours is the equal of the 
Indian culture. Likewise the Asian 
community in Kenya must open up its 
culture to the African majority popul- 
ation of this country and make its 
separate “social” eating halls such as 
the mahajanwalli on Limuru Road 
open to any African who wishes to 


enter. | . 
On the very touchy issue ‘of inter- 








racial marriages between African men 
and Indian women, this must remain 
in accordance with our traditions of 
democracy and respect for individual 
rights a matter of personal choice. It 
is. however. high time that the Asian 
community in Kenya realised that the 
nobility of womanhood, the values of 
virginity and the general discourage 
ment of frequent and often simul 
taneous relationships with many men 
exists not only in Indian traditional 
culture but also very strongly in African 


traditional culture too. The conduct of 
many Asian women in Kenya today. 


in fact. represents the verv antithesis 
of the nobility of womanhood in both 


African and Indian cultures. Nowhere, 
has vice virtue. sexual freedom or 


post marriage adultery been the mono- 
poly of any one community or race. 
What we must not have in 1983 is 
the repetition of the past record which 
was jin no small way responsible for 
much of the senseless racial violence 
on August I, 1982. The African majority 
public opinion has already started 
becoming very vocal against its 
extremist fringe. The Asian community 
in Kenya must now also take up the 
intitiative by controlling its own racists 
and extremists and pressing for an 
internal reform of many of its negative 
attitudes towards the land and its 
African people on which they are 
fortunate enough in beiny able to live. 
If the Astans in Kenya feel insecure in 
their convinction that “one day” they 
will have to leave Kenya (and thus 
must make provisions abroad), then 
surely by thus insulting the dignity

POWER ALCOHOL PLANT FACES MARKETING CRISIS

KENYA's newly-completed 
power alcohol plant at Muhoroni 
is facing a marketing crisis that 
has brought production to a 
standstill, threatening a non- 
payment of salaries and a cut-otf 
of other services. 

Over the past fortnight. crucial 
consultations have been taking 
to between officials of the 
Mehta Group. managers of multi- 
million shilling Agro-Chemical 
and Company Ltd., the 
Kenvan Government and the 
Kenya Pipeline Led., over the fate 
of the plant. 

The consultations were 
understood to revolve around the 
pricing of the power alcohol. and 
the legal mechanics of handling 
it. A protracted wrangle has been 
dragging for some months since 
production started in the middle 
of last year. 

Originally the firm offered the 
alcohol for about Sh. 3.50 per 
litre, well before production. 
Towards production period, the 
tirm proposed an upward price 
adiustment, triggering a chain of 
reactions from the Treasury, the 
Kenya Pipeline and oil com- 
panies within the country. 

At ome stage, according to 
sources in the Treasury, the 
company proposed a sale price of 
Sh. 7.50 per litre. That was 
almost the selling price of Super 
petrol with which the aicohoi is 
supposed to be biended. The 
Treasury considered the proposal 
unrealistic. 

The negotiations stalled after 
Treasury stood tirm at a 
maximum price of Sh. 4.80 per 
litre. It was felt that an upward 
price structuring would also 
increase the price of Regular 
petrol to a level the Government 
was not prepared to allow just 
then. 


According to Treasury sources, 
the price differential that was to 
result from the revised upward 
price would end up as Government 
tax revenue. 

A visit to the plant revealed 
that production had stopped 
because storage tanks were full 
and no delivenes had been made 
to the Kenya Pipeline. A 
spokesman for the Mehta Group 
said that initial deliveries would 
be made within one or two weeks 

He declined, however, to reveal 
the quantity of alcohol distilled 
so far and the mechanics of han- 
poe between the firm, the 
pipeline company and the oil 
firms. He also would not disclose 
the price at which the 
Government-owned pipeline firm 
would buy the alcohol. 

An employee of the factory. 
who requested anonymity. said 
millions of shillings were tied up 
with the unsold output and that, 
unless sales begun, the firm 
would find itself without 
operational funds. 

The oil companies were 
understood to be unenthusiastic 
about the introduction of alcohol 
into their products on top of other 
additives to distinguish their 
various fuel brands. 

According to the Mehta Group, 
the pipeline firm is supposed to 
receive the alcohol and store it for 
distribution to the oil companies, 
who in turn would biend it with 
Super petrol. The mechanics of 
doing that is understood to have 
raised legal problems. A manage- 
ment official of the firm said that 
it appeared that oil companies 
had their way of looking at things 
but declined to elaborate. 

The official confirmed that no 
deliveries had been made to the 
Kenva Pipeline Company, con- 
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trary to current belief by 
motorists that some strong petroi 
fumes emitted by vehicles was as 
a result of blending with alcohol. 

“The fumes are as a result of a 
crude consignment imported 
from a new supplier (reportedly 
Israel) which had higher sulphur 
content than the usual! Middle 
East crudes. The strong smell of 
unburned petrol are as a result of 
the chemical contents of that 
consignment,” he explained. 

The plant's officials have 
obviously been watching the fate 
of a similar project not far away. 

Late last year saw the collapse 
of the giant Kenya Chemical and 
Food Corporation Ltd.. the 
molasses plant at Kisumu, 
following a deep financial and 
management crisis. The factory 
cl on November 1 and its 
affairs were taken over by the 
Ministry of Industry. 


According to the molasses 
plant's general manager, Mr. 
S.P. Sharma, the Ministry took 
over the factory and embarked on 
a stock-taking exercise to 
establish why it collapsed. The 
company had paid all salaries 
and arrears but substantial sums 
owed to other creditors were yet 
to be settled. 

The plant, which was also 
planned to produce alcohol and 
other by-products such as 
industrial spirits and bakers’ 
yeast like the Muhoroni one, 
ang after a collosal Sh. 1.2 
billion had been pumped into it 
over a period of three and a half 
years. 

In mid-1980, the then deputy 
secretary in the Ministry of 
Energy. Mr. William Mbote, now 
managing director of the Kenva 
Pipeline Company. pledged that 
both the Kisumu and Muhoroni 
plants would be made viable. 














He said the two plants had 
major shareholding by the 
Government and it was the 
Government policy to encourage 
that type of development which 
was an extremely important 
source of liquid energy. “That is 
why it has heavily invested in the 
projects,’ he said. 

Mr. Mbote added that several 
other alcohol plants would be 
established in the country 
depending on land in potential 
areas. One was scheduled for 
South Nyanza and a local sponsor 
had already submitted proposals 
for the factory. 


With the collapse of the 
Kisumu factory, the idea of 
starting fresh factories has repor- 
tedly been put in cold storage. 


This week. Environment and 
Natura! Resources Minister, Mr. 
Odongo Omamo described the 
closure of the Kisumu plant as a 
national loss observing that 95 


per cent of work had been done. 


Originally. the Kenyan partners 
were sold the project idea by the 
Madhubani Group for Sh. 520 
million. The cost was later 
revised upwards to Sh. 600 
million — a figure that had 
doubled by the time the project 
went caput. 

Mr. Omamo said that when 
the Kisumu plant collapsed, 
about Sh. 237 million was 
required to finish it off. “Now we 


‘hear that the cost for the remain- 


ing bit has gone up to Sh. 400 
million,” he disclosed. 
‘Quoting economists, the 
Minister said that even if the 
project were to start production it 
would not “make ends meet 
within the next 10 years”. 

Such being the prospect for the 
aborted Kisumu plant. the 
Treasury and other parties con- 
cerned with the financial outlay 
of the Muhoroni project are 
treading cautiously.

Ostensibly the office of the South African 
Administrator General in this country was created 
to facilitate a smooth transition to independence 
of the Territory. This came about as a formal 
arrangement between the socalled Western 
Contact Group, South Africa and later endorsed 
by the UN Security Council. 

Like all things South African-style, the office of 
the Administrator General has degenerated into 
an institution that perpetuates South African 
colonial domination and occupation indefinitely. 

Gone are the days when the South African AG 
was supposed to work side by side with the Special 
Representative of the UN Secretary General in 
bringing about self-determination and national 
independence to this country as was originally 
understood. ) 

For the past three years, the office of the SA 
AG in this country has been turned into a full- 
fledged colonial governorship by Pretoria to erase 
any notion about self determination and 
independence for this country. 

In the past three years we have had two AG’s 
leaving and one co. ming in. Dr Gerrit Viljoen, the 
second Administrator General, went back with 
full peace of mind because not only did he 
successfully introduce the bantustans concept in 
this country, after dusting off the infamous 
Odendaal Plan, but he managed to also sell it and 
implement it in the guise of AG 8 diktat. It is now 
firmly in place. 

The third Administrator General, Mr Danie 
Hough, also seems to have departed in a cheerful 
mood according to local and South African news 
media. He is reported as saying that after. his term 
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of office in Windhoek, he sees only a tranquil 
Namibia. For, as reports have it, he managed 
some sort of a feat which is unusual: he managed 
to ‘‘depoliticise’’ what he called the ‘‘central 
government’’.

For sure we have both of them here in Namibia and plenty of 
them too! The South African Government and its 
representatives in this country should do well to understand 
that for now or in the future, they have absolutely no chance of 
achieving their goal of dividing Namibians into pro South 
Africans and others. That which they have achieved in the past 
few years is all they have and it is a small minority - old faces in 
that betrayal game. 

Nobody must even have a faint hope, across the Orange 
River, that you can direct the course of the independence 
struggle on this side of the same river. 

The watchword around here is peace, self determination, 
and national independence. 

Just following the news items, the fourth South African AG 
now in Windhoek, namely Dr Willie van Niekerk, is being 
described as a ‘‘no-nonsense’’ man who surprised news media 
as aggressive and with an authoritarian stance. 

Reportedly, he also came with all sorts of answers in short, 
medium and long term, to this country’s economic problems. 

Welcome, Dr van Niekerk to these shores! But please do 


remember, and read your history correctly in order not to~ 
befall the same historic fates of your predecessors: avoid being 


an all-round knowledgeable person. 
By no stretch of the imagination must you ever allow 


yourself to think that you have met or have been met by the

1.

SOUTH AFRICANS are so preoccupied with 
their own affairs — constitutiona! reform and 
now the pending by-elections in Soutpans- 
berg and Waterberg — that they tend to for- 
get there are other spectators at the ringside. 

Spectators who watch what happens here with 
more than just a passing interest. 

The United States, for example. 

A superpower which has staked a great deal of 
its own credibility in Southern Africa and 
Africa generally by engaging in a policy of 
constructive engagement with the Republic. 

In Washington, the American Assistant Sec- 
retary of State for African Affairs, Dr Ches- 
ter Crocker, this week defended the policy 
before the Senate’s Africa sub-committee. 

The policy has come under severe criticism 
from Black African leaders and members of 
Congress who contend that the Reagan ad- 
ministration is playing into Pretoria’s hands 
by taking a conciliatory approach towards it. 

Critics also assert that independence for South 

' West Africa will not be possible as long as 
Washington directly links such a settlement 
to the withdrawal of Cuban troops from An- 


gola. 


Real progress 


Dr Crocker has answered these critics by say- 
ing that real progress has been made in re- 
cent talks with Angola over a settlement. 

Reports indicate the creation of a demilita- 
rised zone on the border is now a strong 
possibility. 

However, suggestions that a de facto ceasefire 
already exists have been denied. 

Incursions into South West Africa by Swapo 
terrorists — 17 were killed in a recent skir- 
nish — indicate Swapo, in fact, is stepping 
up its armed campaign. 

However, another round of talks between 
South Africa and Angola is expected in the 
next few days. 


Dr Crocker told the Senate sub-committee: 
“Angola wishes to contribute to a Namibian 
independence agreement so long as its own 
security interests are preserved.”

Well-informed observers have repeatedly em- 
phasised that President Reagan needs a 
settlement on South West Africa not only 
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because it will be confirmation that construc- 
tive engagement works, but because he has 
had so little success in his foreign policy that 
any achievement will be important.

. way through its term of office, the need for a 
settlement becomes more urgent. 

In Johannesburg, the American Ambassador,

Among America’s goals is peaceful evolution- 
ary change, the constitutional order to be de- 
fined by South Africans themselves, but to 
be firmly rooted in the principle of govern- 

ment by the consent of the governed.

““We have made it crystal clear that when we 
speak of the consent of the governed, this 
must also include the 72 percent of the popu- 
lation who are Black Africans,” Mr Nickel 
said. “We cannot accept that they be de- 
prived of their South African citizenship 
against their will.” 

A process of evolutionary change is not going 
to be completed tomorrow, or next year, or 
the following one. 

But whatever progress we make will be consid- 
ered by the Reagan administration as a sign 
of change in South Africa that justifies con- 
structive engagement rather than progressive 
disengagement. 

Nevertheless, while we welcome the friendly 
concern of the Reagan administration, we 
have to bear in mind that what happens in 
South West Africa and South Africa is pri- 
marily the concern of their peoples. 

We shall have to live with the cc.isequences of 
what we do years after the Reagan admini- 
stration has vanished from the scene.

The constitution of 
the Union lays down 
that membership fees 
are R1,50 and monthly 
subscriptions are 25 
cents. New union mem- 
bers have been paying 
R2 for joining and their 
first month’s subscrip- 
tion. 


About 400 workers 
forced a man from Dur-

. Tau’s secretary, to leave 


the meeting and also 
ordered Mr Tau to leave 
the premises so that he 
could not hold a sche- 
duled meeting with their 
management. 

Mr Tau was also told 
to leave behind any 
money or documents be- 
longing to the Union 
and was criticised for 
holding discussions with 
management without a 
mandate from the work- 
ers.

ORLANDO EAST SHACKS DESTROYED

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THE DEMOLITION of 
Orlando East shacks re- 
sumed yesterday — just 
a week after they had 
been halted following a 
court application by 
three residents to stop 
the Soweto Council from 
pulling them down. 

Residents in two sec- 
tions of the township be- 
came alarmed when 
vord spread that the 
council’s officials and 
employees accompanied 
by armed West Rand 
Administration Board 
policemen were moving 
from house to house de- 
molishing the “illegal 
structures”. 

The sections affected 
were those next to the 
railway bridge and in 
Msimang Street. 

In one of the sections, 
The SOWETAN report- 
ers witnessed the demo- 
lition of at least four 
shacks by workmen. 
Angry women could be 
heard swearing at the 
workmen as the corru- 
gated iron sheets came 
down with a clatter. 

They also accused a 
black official on the 
spot, who had a list of 
houses where shacks 
had to be demolished, of

being biased by “jum- 
ping” certain shacks. 

When approached for 
comment, the official 
said they were pulling 
down shacks of those 
houses where notices 
had been served. He 
said the people con- 
cerned had been warned 
long before and there 
was no alternative but to 
carry out the council's 
decision. 

In Msimang Street. 
certain families could be 
seen demolishing the 
shacks themselves to 
prevent their material 
from being damaged or 
confiscated. 

A tearful Mrs Julia 
Mlambo, whose shack at 
house number 5108 had 
been demolished, said 
she did not know where 
she was going to sleep 
with her family of six. 

“I have been on the 
house waiting-list for 
seven years but the 
authorities seem to be 
doing nothing about it. I 
once had a house but 
lost it and I thought by 
re-applying I would get 
some preference.

According to a list of prices compiled and released by the district price in- 
spector, Mr. Augustine Mulenga, the Northern Cooperative Union (NCU) has hiked 
the price of polished rice from K33.06 to K71.01 for 50 kg bag. 


A bottle of Mosi beer is selling at K2 in Mpulungu and 90n in Mbala while a 
bottle of Johnnie Walker [red label] which used to cost K31.20 is now selling 
for K60.50. 


The price of dried fish has been increased from K2.10 to K6.50 per kilo while 
fresh fish has gone up from 90n to K3 per kilo. 


One bag of charcoal which used to sell at K5 at the market is now selling at 
K7.50 while a box of matches is selling at 10n instead of 3n.

THE Cold Storage Board of 
Zambia (CSBZ) is studying 
price structures for cattle and 
meat to find out if there is 
any need to adjust them in line 
with the cost of animals.

The move was announced by 
Minister of Commerce and 
Industry Mr Clement Mwana- 
nshiku in the latest Govern- 
ment Gazette.

As a result, prices of meat 
products are expected to shoot 
up after the decision by the 
Government, to ease controls 
on several essential goods 
including beer, cooking oil, 
rice and pharmaceutical pro- 
ducts whose prices have since 
been increased.

THE Minister of Trade and Commerce, Cde Richard Hove, 
yesterday gave his full endorsement to the recently established 


Zimbabwe National Chamber of Commerce led by Mr Abner Botsh. 
He also denounced the Zimbabwe United Chamber of Commerce led 


by Professor Stanlake Samkange and the Zimbabwe Chamber of Commerce 
under Mr Ben Mucheche, saying they were devoid of any support, and he 
challenged them to continue with their would-be merger attempt. 


The two men were 
interested solely in being 
president of the ZNCC 
and had boycotted the in- 
augural meeting con- 
stituting the body on 
January 19 because they 
had no membership. 


Professor Samkange he 
called “a man of no prin- 
ciples” who had “never 
done one thing to con- 
tribute to the wellbeing of 
this country”. 

Cde Hove was replying 
to a written question from 
Cde Sydney Malurga 
(Zapu, Mat North), ask- 
ing why he had sanc- 
tioned the January 19 
meeting despite ZCC and 
Zucco protests. 

Cde Malunga also asked 
the minister to comment 
on the Zucco-ZCC mer- 
ger, which their leaders 
claimed was being carried 
out because the ZNCC 
was ‘‘white-dominated”. 

Cde Hove said he con- 
sulted the Associated 
Chambers of Commerce, 
the ZCC and Zucco, and 
an agreement was signed 
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on January 27 last year 
with the three presidents 
pledging to set up an 
interim committee to 
work out details for @ 
constitution creating a 
= national organisa- 
on. 


Because of a heavy 
workload “and also be- 
cause of the dilly-dallying 
and = shilly-shallying in 
Zucco and ZOC”, the de- 
tails for the constitution 
could not be finalised by 
the December 31 deadline. 


Cde Hove noted that 
Zucco, ZCC and Accoz 
were each represented on 
the interim committee, 
and in equal number.

SURVIVAL STRATEGY FOR ZISCOSTEEL DISCUSSED

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WIDE-RANGING short- and lo- 
ny-lerm strategies have been de- 
signed to help Ziscosteel survive 
the current world economic reces- 
sion, which has sent steel prices 
tumbling to the lowest ebb since

Outlining plans tor the present 
decade, the managing director, Mr 
Kurt Kuhn, recently addressed 
senior and departmental managers 
at Zisco. He warned that in his 
opinion 1983 would be a year of 
“belt ughtening and all hands on 
deck"’, as the company braced 
self Lo overcome turbulence. 

But he saic’ that as the only inte- 
vrated steelworks in Black Africa 
south of the equator, there was no 
reason why it should not be the 
source of steel for the whole 
revion, 

He called for maximum produc- 
tron and efficiency, planned and 
systematic updating and improving 
of the mills, and an overall reduc-

mance was the key to making the 
company’s products competitive in 
an industry which was influenced 
by many international factors

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beyond its control. The only way 
to recovery and survival was 
sustained efficiency. This would be 
achieved if everyone in the organ- 
sation, regardless of status, contri- 
buted his share. 

**Like most steclworks in the 
world there is a cash flow problem 
for which there is no immediatic 
solution — not until perhaps 1984, 
when the end of the world reces- 
sion is expected,”* said Mr Kuhn. 

**Nonetheless the plant must be 
kept in a state of preparedness to 
take full advantage of the situation 
when it comes.”’ 

He said there would be a deficit 
at the end of 1983. ‘*But we will 
also have a boost in exports which 
are expected to net about US$75 
million.

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WAYS TO REDUCE UNEMPLOYMENT SOUGHT

[Text] Zimbabwe has some "serious and tough" decisions to make if it is to 
generate jobs for the growing number of unemployed people in the country. 


This is the view of Dr David Chanaiwa, director of the Department of 
Employment and Employment Development in the Ministry of Labour and Social 


Services. 


But he believes that with the Government already committed to the involve- 
ment of all Zimbabweans in the economy, both the formal and the informal 
sector can go a long way towards easing the huge backlog of unemployed 


people. 


"The formal sector will always remain our primary target for employment 
creation because, under favourable conditions it has better potential and 
capacity for job creation and higher incomes," he said. 


But the world recession, skills, shortages and the drought made it difficult 
for the formal sector--industry, commerce, mining and agriculture--to absorb 


the currently unemployed. 


Decisions 


It was therefore now essential that "policy makers, investors and employers 
should make some serious and tough decisions about where to concentrate 
their foreign exchange allocations, capital invesements, machinery and raw 
materials if they are to generate more jobs for unemployed Zimbabweans," 


They should consider the effects on employment when deciding on prices, 
wages, technologies, equipment and raw materials, They should also "avoid 
the traditional tendency of the capitalist mode of production to mechanise 
and automise at the expense of human labour and employment," he said. 


"Using the most modern machinery may sound efficient and advanced, but is 
terribly costly in the social costs of laid-off workers, who have to go 
on to workmen's compensation and public assistance. 
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"Thus, our incentives have to be re-structured to encourage employment 
creation through the application of appropriate technologies. The formal 
sector will not generate more jobs if the tax incentives and subsidies 
favour capital intensive investment and mechanical production.

"Let us also bear in mind that despite its prominence in our economic 
planning, the formal sector only employs 40 percent of our total labour 
force, The vast majority of Zimbabweans make their living from communal 
farming and from the informal sector. 


"Unlike the formal sector, the informal sector is currently capable of 
expanding and providing more employment opportunties. The sector demands 
less capital, has no direct need for foreign exchange and utilises Zimbabwean 
technology, raw materials, markets and, of course, labour." 


The major problems facing this sector included the lack of proper technology, 
raw materials, markets, managerial skills and transport. 


"Most often there is a bumper harvest of vegetables or fruit in one area 
and a severe shortage of the same commodities in another because of trans- 


portation problems, 


"So what is needed is increased Government inputs of capital, raw materials, 
technological training, road systems and marketing facilities." 


The study on the informal sector being undertaken by the department was 
designed to "provide us with some concrete recommendations for inputs, 
programmes and projects to expand the employment creating capacity of the 
sector." 


He believed too many people had an "erroneous and unfortunate" image of 
the informal sector. Most informal sector activities were in fact 
legitimate, rural, non-agricultural activities such as fishing, handi- 
crafting and food processing.

GOVERNMENT SLASHES SPENDING--The Government has cut the allocation of funds 
to all ministries by 10 percent from the beginning of this year, and is 
Slashing its total expenditure by more than $250 million. This was confirmed 
last week by the Deputy Minister of Roads and Road Traffic, Mr Nelson Mawema, 
when he was speaking to staff at the ministry's Bulawayo office. Reference 
to these cuts in Government expenditure appeared earlier in a report 

carried in the Africa Economic Digest, a well-known magazine covering 
business news from various African countries and published in Britain. The 
article said that the $250 million cuts were to be imposed to meet the last 
four major requirements of the International Monetary Fund (IMF). It quoted 
local sources as saying: "Zimbabwe has asked for stand-by credits of Z$250-- 
300 million in 1983 to pay for the servicing and repayment of short-term 
loans." The report said the IMF officials carried out an assessment in 
Harare last October. The government has since cut subsidies on basic foods, 
maize-meal and vegetable oil, pushing up retail prices considerably. The 
Zimbabwe dollar had been devalued by 20 percent against all other currencies 
and severe wage restraints had been imposed. It had been announced that 
these controls would be examined in mid-year. "The government's latest 

moves include a freeze on new staff recruitment by nearly all government 
departments and cancellation of, or cuts, in many appropriations for new 
equipment or projects," said the report. "Special treasury approval now 

has to be sought for almost all spending. As a result the government has 
complied, to some extent, with all the IMF's demands, while the latest cuts 
must make IMF approval of further credits more likely." [Text] [Harare

He 
dismissed rumours that the three had been fired saying: "Like any other 
officers people come and go."’ The assistant directors, the spokesman added, 
had given enough reasons and the ministry had accepted their resignations 

in "good faith." He said the fact that the assistant directors were leaving 
almost at the same time was merely "coincidental" and that they were not in 
any way connected to the recent fuel crisis which "rocked the nation." Two 
of the assistant directors, the spokesmansaid, were joining parastatals 
while one was joining the Prime Minister's Office. He said two had already 
left the ministry, and one was leaving at the end of the month. However, 
the spokesman could not name the parastatals the two assistant directors 
were joining. The spokesman added that replacements had already been found 
and that their departure from the ministry would not in any way affect their 
former departments.

a tense comment after reports that workers at the Wolverhampton Road factory 
had been told on Wednesday to report for their retrenchment pay yesterday, 
Mr John Perratt, general manager of tne company said: "All I can say is that 
we have applied to government for retrenchment and we are awaiting a deci- 
sion. He declined to say how many workers would be affected, although 
unconfirmed reports put the number at 500. The steel engineering firm of 
Morewear Industries of Khami Road on Wednesday locked out its workforce of 
290 men and left a notice advising them to report to work yesterday for 
their redundancy pay. The move prompted the Minister of Labour and Social 
Services Mr Kumbirai Kangai, to order the company to reinstate the workers 
by noon on Thursday.
